The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about July 2, 2010 you or your organization committed 
the following violation of Federal Regulations: 

9 CFR, SECTION Failure to 

3.137(a)(1) • Primary enclosures, such as compartments, transport cages, 

cartons, or crates, used to transport live animals shall be 
constructed in such a manner that (1) the structural strength 
of the enclosure whall be sufficient to contain the live animals 
and to withstand the normal rigors of transportation. 

(On July 2, 2010 a sloth and other animal were shipped in inadequate 
crates.) 




Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation. Any further violation of these regulations may 
result in the assessment of a civil penalty or criminal prosecution.
